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Tom Hayden to Speak at College V Today 


Tom Hayden, candidate for U.S. 
Senator, 1976, will be speaking 
Thursday, October 2, at 8:30 PM, in 


“the College V Dining Hall, UCSC. 


The event is open to the public. 
Hayden is opposing incumbent 
Senator John V. Tunney in the 
Democratic primary to be held June 
8, 1976. Hayden noted, in a recent 
press conference, that he can see 
an ‘‘upset victory’’ occurring in the 
race. The Hayden campaign ‘is 
speaking to issues central to 
economic and social justice, foreign 
policy, the energy crisis | and 
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Jack Wagstaff, Campus Ar- 
chitect for the University of 
California, Santa Cruz since the site 
was first selected for development 
in 1961, will leave the job Nov. 4 to 
pursue private consultation work. 

Responding to Wagstaff’s letter 
of resignation, UCSC Chancellor 
Mark Christensen. said, ‘‘Jack 
Wagstaff has. been a_ tremendous 
resource to this campus, -helping to 
shape its physical development into 


the remarkable place it is. | accept . 


his resignation with regret, but 
talent and experienve as a con- 
sultant.” 

During his 14 years at UCSC, 
Wagstaff has overseen more than 
$85 million in construction work on 
the UCSC campus. 

Chancellor McHenry points out 
that Wagstaff was the first person 


, appointed to Santa Cruz by the UC. 


“ Regents, preceeding himself by one 
month. ‘Jack had a great ap- 
preciation for the natural setting of 
Santa Cruz,’’ he says. ‘‘He worked 
hard to see that every project was 
designed to fit what nature put 
here, unlike so many other places 
where what is natural is simply 
bulldozed away and replaced with 
an urban landscape after con- 
struction. Jack has always been 
extremely sensitive to the artistic 
aspects of design, ‘says McHenry, 
“and in his gentle, but firm way he 
made sure others were too. | think 
he was just ideal for the job he did.”’

Hayden’s economic program 
consists of an Economic Bill of 
Rights, a Federal Charter for 
Corporations and a firm com- 
mitment to the development of 
alternative programs toward 
restoration of our weakened 
economy. Hayden contends that 
“every American must now have 
the most fundamental freedoms of 
all: the freedom to have a decent 
job, adequate health care, decent. 
schooling, child care and housing." 


Hayden further proposes that the : 
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The fact that Wagstaff is not as 


prominently identified with the 
development of Santa Cruz as are 
its many architects, is indicative of 
his stvle. ‘‘It is characteristic of him 
to work quietly,”” says San Fran- 
cisco Architect Joseph Esherick 
who has been associated with 
Santa Cruz since he designed 
Stevenson College in the mid 60s. 
“When working with our firm or 
others, Jack has never attempted 
to focus attention on himself, but 
only on getting the best job done,” 
says Esherick. ‘’And in this business 
where there is ego tripping all over 
the place, I’ve found that trait to be 
very admirable and refreshing.’’ 
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inequity of the eg power 
structure be dealt with by a Federal 
Charter, similar to one proposed by 
Ralph Nader. Finally, Hayden 
suggests that projects like the 
T.V.A. would offer real alternatives 
to private monompolies and 
oligopolies of public utilities. 


The Hayden campaign is 
grounded in the student movement 
which characterized the 1960s and 
easly 1970s. In 1962, Hayden 
cofounded the SDS and worked 
throughout the decade in the Civil 
Rights and antiwar movements.

spokesperson for the student-left. 
He was indicted as one of the 
‘Chicago Eight’’ defendants for his 
organization of the demonstrations 
surrounding the 1968 Democratic 
nominating convention. He was 
later acquitted of all charges of 
conspiracy, incitement and con- 
tempt. 


In his Thursday evening speech, 
Hayden will address housing 
problems, energy solutions and 
environmental issues.

Last week, Governor Brown 
signed into effect a special ap- 
propriation bill providing $1.1 
million in state support for ex- 


pansion of UC’s Educational Op- 
portunity Program. 


Enactment of the bill, authored 
by. Assembly merriber Ken’ Meade 
of Berkeley, marks the first time the 
state has ever given funds to the 
University for EOP. Under the bill's 
provisions, UC will be required to 
match the state’s $1.1 million 
allocation, in addition to main- 
taining its present support for 
existing EOP operations. Altogether 
$2.2 million in new funding will be 
made available for expenditure over 
the next two years. 


The new funds will be directed to 
the University’s new Student 
Affirmative Action effort to in- 
crease the number of qualified 
minority, female, and low-income 
students attending UC. 
Spokesperson for the UC Student 
Lobby. which lobbied heavily for 
passage of the bill, have said that 
the University intends to spend 
about $500,000 of the new money 
this year for minority student 
recruitment, using the other $1.7 
million next year to provide 
financial assistance and support 
services for the students recruited. 


A portion -of the funds for 
recruitment will go to existing EOP 
units at each campus: However, 


University officials plan to use the 
lion’s share to establish two new 
regional recruiting centers (one in 
northern California and one is the 
south) to serve the entire UC 
system. Each regional recruiting 
center is to be staffed with twelve 
recruiters. 


University’ Hall’s coordinator for 


the Student Affirmative Action 
plan, Kati Haycock, informed the 
Press that $35,000 has gone out to 
each campus for the new 
recruitment effort. When asked 
how much money had _ been 
committed to the two _ regional 
recruiting centers, Ms. Haycock 
said that she wasn’t exactly sure 
but that the figure is ‘‘somewhere. 
around $270,000.” 


Word of the plans to establish 
regional centers to handle minority 
recruitment has already produced a 
few frowns on this campus. Former 
EOP Director Roberto Rubacalva 
expressed his opposition to the 
planned regional recruitment, 
explaining that students will not be 
attracted to UC unless they are 
offered a specific campus program. 
Otherwise, he said, a recruiter's talk 
comes accross like ‘just another 
abstract story.” 


Rubacalva was on the whole very 
pleased with the state legislature’s 
appropriation, but maintained that 
the money for recruitment ‘‘should 
be specifically earmarked for the 
EOP office on each campus.” 


Bomb Threat at Stevenson Proves Bogus

t about 10:30 Tuesday morning, | 
House 4 of Stevenson College was 
warned of a bomb which was to go 
off at any time. But House 4 still 
stands, and it looks like just another 
start-of-the-year prank. 

All precautions were taken by 
campus police officers — the dorm 
was evacuated and the fire alarm 
sounded to alert everyone. The 
building was searched and deemed 
safe shortly before 11:30. 

Talking with campus officers 
Durcan and Sanchez, it was learned 


that a “giggling male’’ had called 
up the dorm and told one resident a 
bomb was to go off. When asked 
the caller reportedly said ‘‘like right 
now.” then laughed and made an 

explosive sound, like a loud hand 
clap, before hanging up. House 


R.A. Darryl! Williams was contacted: 


and he, in turn, notifiea the cam - 
pus police. 

It turns Our that such scares are 
rather commonplace at the start of 
the year and at exam time. This was 
the first of the year. Threats were 
more popular in past years. Officer 


Durcan told me that several such 
incidents Occurred in one week, a 
few years back. However, no 
bombs or ‘‘devices’’ have ever been 
found, and none have ever gone 
off. The only related incident in 
campus history is when the guard 
station which used to be in front of 
Stevenson College was fire 
bombed and burned to the ground 
while no one was there. But that 
wasjust a case of being “splashed” 
and ignited; no. devices were used. 

For most people who witnessed 
the action, its all over and a few 


laughs were shared. But for 
campus police, the air is still tense. 
Because of their position of 
responsibility, a ‘‘you never know” 
attitude is part of the job. And in 
line with this occupational hazard, 
Officer Sanchez received a 
suggestion from headquarters that 
they put a sign at the entrance to 
House 4 saying ‘This house has 
received a bomb threat. Enter at 
your own risk.”” The officers 
decided against the suggestion ‘and 
left, leaving it up to the house 
residents to check under their beds. 
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Previous to last week’s enact- | 


ment of Meade’s bill, EOP 
recruitment and support services 
had been funded almost entirely 
from University Registration Fee 
revenue. The state had always 
been reluctant to fund the program 
for the University (although not 
for the state universities and 
colleges and the community.college 
system). Throughout the Reagan 
administration numerous attempts 
were made to dismantle it. 

Early last year, a request for state 
funds for EOP was included in the 
Regents’ Budget to permit the 
University to comply with a 
previous legislative directive on 
affirmative action in student 
enrollments. The item was included 
in the 1975-76 Governor's Budget, 
with the modification that UC be 
required to match the $1.1 million 
from the state with its own funds. 

In the course of legislative action 
on the budget bill, the EOP item 
was adopted by the Assembly, but 
rejected by the Senate Finance 
Subcommittee on Higher 
Education. The. item was . later 
deleted completely from the state 
budget bill by the conference 
committee on the budget, whose 
membership was both confused 
over the specific purpose of the 
new EOP funding and _ under 
considerable pressure to keep state 
expenditures to a minimum. 

After word reached the 
Assembly of the conference 
committee’s action, dissident 
Democrats Willie Brown and Ken 
Meade joined forces with the 
Republican caucus’ to _ block 
passage of the budget an the 
Assembly floor. Although the 
Republicans were working to kill 
the budget bill due to its ‘‘ex- 
cessively large” size, Brown and 
Meade opposed it because a 
number of cuts had been made 
(including the EOP item) in 
programs benefitting low-income 
people. 

Brown and Meade later withdrew 
their opposition to the budget when 
they received assurances from 
Assembly Speaker Leo McCarthy 
that he would push for passage of 
the EOP item in the form of a 
separate funding bill. The bill, in- 
troduced last June, by Assembly 
member Meade, cleared both 
houses of legislature with a 


minimum of trouble.

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Sheriff's Department Beset by Controversy

Beginning last summer the 
Sheriff's Department has made 


news over three issues — two of. 


which directly involve Sheriff Al 
Noren, of Santa Cruz County. 
Controversy surrounds the 
proposed law enforcement 
complex (new jail), the request for 
six M-16's and the beating of a 
prisoner at the Front Street Jail. 

The new jail proposal is an old 
issued brought alive once again by 
the budget hearings for fiscal year 
1975-76, which took place last July. 
$1.3 million was alloted by the 
Board of Supervisors in the county 
budget. Sheriff Noren hopes to 
build a law enforcement complex. 
The D.A.’s offices, probation 
department and courts would be 
housed with a modern jail. In a 
letter to the Board of Supervisors 
on July 28, Noren stated that his 
information shows the old jail 
cannot be renovated. Citizens 
groups such as CALM (Citizens 
Against Legalized Militarism) and 
the Community Congress (non- 


_ profit agencies) are protesting the 


building of a new jail and are calling 
for renovation 6f the present jail. 
The Board has not taken a stand 
yet and instead has put the money 
into a new account, the criminal 
justice account designed for new 
constructign of a jail or rennovation 
of the a one. They also 
formed e Jail Renovating 
Subcommittee of the Criminal 
Justice Advisory Committee, to 
look into the matter. Margaret 
Cheap, chairperson of the JRS 
does not agree with Noren, saying 
she’s seen no evidence to rule out 
renovation so far. The JRS has 
recommended the Board to 
authorize an architectural analysis 
of the present jail. On July 29, the 
Board. approved the request. 

Backing Sheriff Noren’s views, 
the Criminal Justice Planning Office 
used computers to estimate the 
projected prison population by 1985 
in Santa Cruz County. Compiled by 
Bob Wandruff, the projected 
estimate was 99 to 124 prisoners. 
The County Administrators Office 
came up with an average of 115 and 
has advised that a jail housing 85 
prisoners was adequate with 
doubling up taking care of the 
overflow. 


The Jail Moratorium Coalition, of 
which Margaret Cheap is a 
member, did a prisoner study also. 
Their figure was 45 prisoners as a 
reasonable amount if programs are 
developed such as better use of 
OR, clearing up holds faster and 
removal of common drunks from 
the Criminal Justice system. Citizen 
groups feel a new jail is not called 
for. The present jail has two empty 
floors and is earthquake proof and 
structurally sound. Renovation of 
the jail would end the poor and 
overcrowded condition in the jail 
and save money. They see prison 


institutions as a result of a troubled 


society. Emphasis should be on 
reform not expansion. 


AL NOREN: M-16s and jail beatings. 


In their budget hearings, the city 
of Santa Cruz alloted $500,000.00 
for a jail facility. $300,000.00 was 
already earmarked and another 
$200.000.00 was discovered in the 
Public Safety Account. The city 
council voted to transfer the 
monies to the City Building 
Program. 

Meanwhile Santa Cruz Legal Aid 
has filed a class action suit on 


‘behalf of Front Street prisoners. 


The suit is making its way through 
Federal Court. 
M-16's 

According to the Sentinel of July 
27, two SWAT (Special Weapons 
and Attack) teams were formed by 
Sheriff Noren in April of ‘75, 
without the consent of the Board of 


Supervisors or with public 
knowledge. Noren has_ also 
requested six M-16’s — ordering 


three of them without the Board’s

knowledge. They were ordered 
under the Board’s budget as 
replacements for obsolete 
weapons. M-16’s were not men- 
tioned in the request and the board 
approved the request. According to 
CALM, Noren says the SWAT 
teams ‘may’ use the automatics. 
However the typical team includes 
three M-16’s. The weapons are now 
the middle of a controversy. Noren 
feels he is not responsible to the 
Board of Supervisors. Legally the 
Board has jurisdiction over every 
county department. In mid-August 
the Board held up Noren’s request 
for the second batch of three M- 
16's. The first three has been held 
up at the manufacturer's due to the 
increase in demand for the 
automatic and has not arrived here 
yet. The board is now doing a study 
of the problem and has requested a 
budget justification. The next 
meeting is this week. 

The M-16’s are strongly opposed 
by citizens’ groups. CALM has put 
out literature detailing the lethal 
qualities of the automatic. M-16's 


, fire the .223 (5.56mm) cartridge. 


They were used extensively in 
Vietnam due to their potency. The 
bullets are high velocity, 3.250 feet 
per second. Supersonic shock 
waves accompany the bullet for 
short ranges. The waves cause 
added damage. The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 
Jan. 1967 says they cause ‘’ex- 
plosive damage to tissue.’ The 
bullet also tumbles on impact with 
its target. According to veterans 
who've seen bodies with torso 
wouncs, a small entry hole is made 
but leaves through a hole the size of 
a fist, ripping apart whatever is in 
the middle. CALM states. the 
weapon kills, not wounds. 

The third issue concerns the July 
4 beating of black inmate Arlan 
Heron at the Front Street jail. 
Controversy arose when con- 
tradictory reports were filed by

Deputy Foster and Sgt. Talesfore. 
Also in question is why officers did 
not act on advance warning that 
Heron feared assault by the man 
now charged with battery for the 
beating. 

On June 24, Heron was placed in 
cellblock 3 with John Hauch, who 
has a history of antipathy towards 
blacks. He was said to have 
menaced Heron before the beating. 
Heron called community — swit- 
chboard on June 27, expressing 


fear of assault by Hauch, whom he - 


claimed had been threatening him. 
Boonie Tripp of the switchboard 
spoke to Deputy Zobrosky and 
related Heron fears. Heron claims 
he had voiced his concern to 
Deputies Zobrosky and Talesfore 
before calling the switchboard. 
Heron was not moved to another 
cell. After the attack Hauch was 
placed in solitary but released after 
Talesfore interviewed  cellmates. 
Heron is now in solitary. 

Foster's report supports Heron's 
statements regarding threats made 
by Hauch. In Foster's report three 
immates said Hauch belonged in a 
mental institution, ‘‘he was weird’. 


The report also reiterates the © 


threats made by: Hauch to Heron 
and his dislike of blacks. Talesfore’s 
report says the same inmates felt 
Heron had incited Hauch and 


provoked the attack. Foster’s report e 


states black inmate Ben Wilson told 
him that. Heron and he had taken 
much abuse from Hauch; among 
other things being addressed as 
nigger and spook. Talesfore’s 
report, which was not submitted 
until July 12, unusual since reports 
are turned in within a day or two, 
states Heron was repeatedly stirring 
up trouble over racial issues which 
Wilson wanted no part of. It goes 
on to say Wilson said he had no 
racial troubles in the cell. 

The local office of the N.A.A.C.P. 
has requested an investigation be

A vanishing era of blues history 
passed through Santa Cruz 
erecently. Collectively, Sunnyland 
Stim, Big Walter Hgrton and Robert 
Jr. Lockwood represent that pivotal 
generation of country blues artists 
who transplanted the blues from a 
rural to an urban environment, 
where the music would make 
critical infusions into popular 
American culture. This process 
began in the 1920’s in conjunction 
with the flood of black migrants 
who left the south for the industrial 
centers of the north and then the 
west, pursuing jobs, and relief from 
racial oppression. It culminated 
after World War II in places like 
Chicago’s south side, with the

formation of numerous small bands 
which fashioned the hard driving 
sensuous dance music known as 
urban blues. 

Significantly, both Sunnyland 
Slim and Big Walter Horton have 
made Chicago their home since the 
1940’s, and both were born in the 
Mississippi Delta, heartland of the 
blues. Sunnyland grew up in the 
Delta and began playing piano 
there in the early 1920’s. Walter 
was raised in Memphis, where he 
played with various jug bands in the 
1920's, coming into contact with 
that city’s impressive mouth harp 
tradition. 

Robert Jr. Lockwood grew up in 
Helena, Ark.; his mother and 
Robert Johnson lived together off 
and on, so Robert Jr. learned his 
guitar licks from the legendary 
master. After World War II all three 
musicians moved to Chicago and 


got involved in various bands, 
playing around the south side. They 
were very soon integral to the 
music that would evolve into rhyth- 
m & blues, the music that would 
launch rock & roll. 

Recognition has come slow for 
these black artists even as 
their music, and especially its off- 
shoots, thrives. Between the three 
of them, they have accumulated 
over 150 years of experience as 
creative musicians playing with just 
about every important blues stylist 
who has played over the past five 
decades. Today, Sunnyland Slim 
(age 69) is the grandfather of blues 
piano, Walter Horton (age 59) the 
undisputed master of blues har- 
monica, and Robert Jr. Lockwood 
(age 60) a major innovator on blues 
guitar. Yet outside of Chicago and 
blues circles, they are relatively 
unknown.

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Given their history, it was par- 
ticularly eventful when the three of 
them were booked into the blues 
afternoon at the Monterey Jazz 
Festival, and then picked up 
weekend gigs here in Santa Cruz. 
Only Sunnyland Slim had played in 
the area previously, and the 
combination of all three together 
allowed one a historical glimpse of 
a traditional Chicago band — ‘’the 
ultimate blues band’ as one 
publicist put it. 

Saturday afternoon at Monterey 
was mostly show biz. The band 
played less than an hour, and by the 
time each of the three had played 
their respective standards it was 
time for the next act. The Meters 
only got a half hour. Robert Lock- 
wood summed it up by com- 
menting that Festivals were good 
for socializing, but not for making 
music. 

Saturday night at Margarita’s 
was a_different tune. The crowd 
was ‘large, enthusiastic and 
respectful. The band was relaxed 
and played as a tight, integrated 
muscial unit. They did two ex- 
tended sets and everyone got to 
hear some straight-on Chicago 
blues. 

Sunday night at Club Zayante 
was even better. Everyone had 
spent the day laying back at the 
home of clue owner Tom Louagie, 
who must be Santa Cruz’ most 
extraordinary blues patron. After 
the Sunday evening meal spirits 
were high. By 8:30 the house was 
full and Ron Thompson opened the 
evening with a truly inspired set of 
blues guitar. It also had to be 
cathartic; Ron’s style is built upon 
that of Robert Johson. Robert Jr. 
sat ten feet away watching him 
closely and nodding approvingly. 
Ron’s set was warmly applauded 
and it set the precedent for the 
evening with a crowd that was

The ever congenial .'Sunnyland 
Slim introduced Big Walter. 
Thin and intense, Walter gripped 
the mike and his small harmonica in 
his hands and started to blow 
“Have A Good Time.”’ Big Walter is 
the definitive harp player; his 
playing is seasoned == and 
economical, his timing absolutely 
perfect. By the second tune, people 
were caught up in Walter's music, 
applauding his solo work ap- 
preciatively. Sunnyland and Robert 
backed him up superbly and the 
band was rolling. 

Walter deferred to Robert Jr., 
who sang “If You Ever Been 
Mistreated’ and then launched into 
his first extended instrumental solo. 
Robert's guitar technique is 
flawless, his style fluid and diverse. 
He went from Robert Johnson's 
“Ramblin’ On My Mind” to T-Bone 
Walker's ‘‘Stormy Monday’’: with 
the ease of a virtuoso. By the time 
Slim took a few numbers the band 
had reached a charged equilibrium. 

Each member alternately soloed 
and then played back-up, while the 
bass player, Gene Schwartz, kept a 
steady beat. Slim sang ‘’Smile on 
My Face” and ‘‘Tin Can Alley,” his 
vocals strong and piercing, the best 
of the night. His robust piano was a 
tireless source of musical energy. 
The set concluded with Sun- 
nyland’s latest tune, ‘‘Got A Thing 
Going On," a rousing barrelhouse 
stomp. The joint was definitely 
rocking. 

Perhaps the most impressive 
aspect of the blues played by the 
three masters, was its collectivity. 
While each has unique skill, their 
ability to play together and 
cooperate closely as an integrated 
musical family makes the difference 
between seeing and hearing three 
outstanding blues artists and seeing 
and hearing a living blues tradition.
